The inventive property of this application at its most basic has been thought of 
before. The obstacle detection system taught by Shisgal et al [U.S. 5,574,426] 
includes an external indicator (Nos. 18 and 20) mounted to the towed vehicle. 
However, these indicators are not mounted at the front end of the body as recited in the 
claims. This difference is considered unobvious in light of the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Lesesky et al [U.S. 6,799,814] communicates the status of one or more 
subsystems on one or more trailers.
